the pressure and temperature ranges found in Claims 1-2 (i.e. the independent claims) are 

patentably distinct over the prior art, including the art made of record: 

1. Shao, et al., Benzene-thermal route to carbon nanotubes at a moderate 
temperature, Carbon 40 (2000) 2961-2973 does recite temperatures and pressures 
within the ranges recited in Claims 1-2, however Shao details a process that 
utilizes benzene (an unsaturated cyclic hydrocarbon), and accordingly Claims 1-2 
do not read on it.
